POLIOMYELITIS EMERGENCY 

Eight weeks ago in this column 
we relayed a warning from the 
State Department of Public Health, 
that a wave of poliomyelitis, (in- 
fantile paralysis) was to be expect- 
ed in California this summer. 

The expected epidemic has come 
more than one month ahead of 
schedule, and is showing a high 
per centage of deaths and severe 
paralyses. There have been more 
cases since the first of June than in 
the entire five months preceding. 
Los Angeles county has been the 
focus of the largest number of cases 
but, since June Ist, the bay region 
has been invaded by the same se- 
vere type of infection. In San Mateo 
county, we have two cases reported 
this week in addition to the two 
which appear in the morbidity fig- 
ures accompanying this article. 

QUESTIONS ANSWERED 

We eare very busy answering 
question, most of which are repi- 
titions. Following are a number of 
answers to some of the more com- 
mon questions: 

1. We advise giving up all danc 
ing parties, for the present, because 
this involves several factors that 
spread the disease, namely intimate 
personal contact, late hours, and fa- 


tigue. 

2. Swimming in small unchlorin- 
ated pools, especialiy if used by 
many people within a short time, }
